Mr. Hunter was very kindly and generous­ 
ly remembered by the employes under his 
control—from whom he received a hand­ 
some gold watch. 
All these tokens were 
properly bestowed. 


There is more tobacco raised in Rock, 
Jane, and Jefferson counties than in any 
other three counties in this State. 
The 
latest reports from Edgerton and Milton, 
which are the great tobacco marts of Wis­ 
consin, indicate a fair degree of activity, 
ani that the old crop is more firm and ac­ 
tive than the new. On account of the bid 
roads, the business is not as great as it 
would otherwise be. A Massachusetts firm 
has just purchased fifteen car loads at 
Edgerton, paying 5 to 7 cents for the crop 
of 1877, and from 4 to 5 for the crop ol 
1878. 


T h e’Peace o f L u rope A gain A gitated—The 
Primped s o f a C ontinuation o f the War. 
L ondon, March IS.—8 a. rn.—Although 
the Russo Turkish treaty has been ratified 
by ,both Powers, the. situation of affairs 
is regarded as very dangerous to.the peace 
of Europe, and, while ostensibly there is 
no desire for war by any Power, there are 
indications that the general drift .is war­ 
like rather than peaceful. 
Speculations as to a congress continue, 
but preparations for it are no further ad­ 
vanced than they were ten days ago. If 
England has demanded the retirement of 
the Russian troops thirty miles from Con- 
bUotinople, aaa necessary preliminary to 
the meeting of tho Congress, it may be 
taken for granted that it will never meet 
at all. 
The precise terms ol the Russo-Turkish 
treaty are not expected here before Sat­ 
urday, and there is a prevalent feeling that 
the present uncertainty as to the future re­ 
lation of England and Russia must cod 
within ten days. 
A Constantinople correspondent tele­ 
graphs that Gen. Gourko and his Imper­ 
ial Guards are to embark for Odessa lo a 
day or two, but that there is no great cer 
tainty there as to their destination. Many 
believe that, so far from this movement 
foreshadowing peace, it may,{mean. quite 
the reverse. 
If the Guards remain in the south of 
Russia after reaching Odessa, it will be un­ 
derstood that they have been moved to 
watch Austria, aud not to return home. 


A report from the lumber districts in 
this State gives the following estimates of 
the logs cut during the past season: On the 
Upper Mississippi and Rum rivers, AO,000,- 
000; St. Croix, 75,000,000; Chippewa, CO,. 
000,000; Black,60,000,000 ; Wisconsin, 50,- 
Oq0. It is thought that the cut on the Fox, 
Wolf, Oconto, Peshtigo, Menominee and 
other small streams will equal that above 
enumerated, making an aggregate ot 800,- 
000,000 feel of logs. A ddio this amount 
500.000,000 feet of old logs hung up from 
last season. A good spring flood will bring 
them all down.

T h e P ro ce sse s o f M im in g - P r o g re s o o f 
tk o W o rk fro m lb s M e ltin g lo th e 
S ta m p in g -H o w tn e S ilv e r la A llo y ed 
T h e c a p a c ity o f th e T k r e e M in ts. 
From the New York Times, March 11. 
The capacity of the varioas coining 
mints and Assay Offices in the United 
States will be fully tested during the com­ 
ing year. The law of Feb. 28,1878, de­ 
mands that between 2,000,000 and 4,000,000 
of the new dollars shall be turned out ev­ 
ery month. The officers of the mints 
think that 3,000,000 will be tho maximum 
of production for the present, and to coin 
as many silver dollars as that a month will 
require brisk work at the mints. It has 
already been announced in the Times that 
the dies for the new dollar are to be made 
from the design of Mr. Morgan, an En 
glish draughtsman. The coin will un­ 
doubtedly be one of the handsomest that 
has ever been circulated in this country. 
There will be, as a matter of course, no lack 
of eilyer in tbs mints to work upon. On 
the lith of December last eleven tons of 
eilyer were sent to Philadelphia from the 
Assay Office in this city ; seven and a 
half tons were sent on the 31st day of the 
same month, and at least twelve tons more 
have been sent during the last fortnight. 
Most of the silver received at the Phila­ 
delphia Mint passes through the New York 
Assay Office. There are two coining mints 
besides the one in Philadelphia, one m 
Han Francisco and the other in Carson 
City ; and assaying and refining are done 
in Helena, Montana ; Boise City, Idaho ; 
Denver, Col.; and at a few other points in 
theFar.W e8t. Tho Philadelphia Mint is 
capable of turning out about $1,500,0CD in 
coined money a month, the San Francisco 
Mint $1,000,000, and the Carson City Mint 
$500,000. The mints cannot, of course, be 
given over exclusively to the coinage of 
silver dollars. The subsidiary coins must 
bo struck, and a certain amount of gold 
coinage goes on all the time. It is coined 
mostly in the form of double eagles. Dur­ 
ing last month 21,210 double eagles were 
coined in Philadelphia, and 20 eagles, 20 
half-eagles, 20 three-dollar pieces, 20 quar­ 
ter eagles, and 20 one-dollar pieces were 
coined at the same time. The other coin­ 
age of the Philadelphia Mint during Feb­ 
ruary comprised 200 trade-Jollars, 375.000 
half-dollars, 1,401,800 quarter-doliars, 200 
twenty-cent pieces, 064.20J dimes, 600 tive- 
cent pieces, GOO three-cent pieces, and 910- 
300 cents. 
Silver is sect from tho Assay Office to 
the Philadelphia Mint pure, or OOO fine, 
which Is abaut as pure as silver can be. 
It Is sent in large bars, and when received 
at the Mint is melted and alloyed with cop­ 
per. Coin silver is 900 fine. 
Alter being 
melted and alloyed the metal is cast into 
ingots, which are simply bars of a con­ 
venient size for handling. 
The metal is 
then assayed, to determine whether it is 
exactly of the standard fineness. Arraying 
is done by what is known as the dry or 
humid process. Samples for am y are tak­ 
en while the silver is in a fused condition, 
and two assays are made of every speci­ 
men. The shyer ingots then go to the 
comer. They are first rolled into strips, 
and as the rolling process is apt to make 
the metal brittle it i9 annealed to soften it. 
Silver is annealed simply by heating in an 
open wood fire, and then being allowed to 
cool gradually. The silver dollar strips 
are pass* J through the rolls nine or ten 
times before the first annealing and four or 
five times afterward. 
Then the precess of 
annealing is repeated. 
Atter the last an­ 
nealing, the strips are run through cutters, 
which divide them int) drafts of the prop­ 
er thickness for the coins; and these, in 
their turn, are run through a steam punch­ 
ing machine which cuts planchets the 
proper size for the coin. From 160 to 240 
are cut in a minute. 
As the metal gels 
greasy 
during 
this 
process, 
the 
planchets 
are 
then 
dipped 
into 
a 
bath 
of 
diluted 
sulphuric 
acid 
which is too weak to act upon the surtace, 
but effectively removes all foreigu matter. 
The planchets are then adjusted ; that is to 
tay, they are carefully weighed, and all 
that are lacking in weight are cast aside; 
* uch pieces are called “lights,’’ and the 
“heavies” are the pieces which weigh too 
much and are filed off. The adjusting is 
done by women. It is a precess which re* 
quires much delicacy, and scales are used 
which are sensitive to one-sixty-fourth of a 
grain. After the adjusting is finish J, the 
next operation i9 the milling.which is done 
with a curious sort of machine. Tne cJgcs 
of the coin are thrown up and grooved by 
this process. Alter another cleaning with 
sulphuric acid the coins are ready lor the 
die. 
The stamping 19 done on a ccrew 
press, and both sides of the coin are stamp 
ed at the fame time. 
The dies are cylin­ 
drical blocks of steel upon which are carv­ 
ed the designs to be traosferrc d by pressure 
to the coins. Art of a high order as well 
as fine mechanism is conspicuous in this 
part of the coining process. The designer, 
in the case of the new silyer dollar, Mr. 
Morgan, first draws his design on paper, 
from which is made a model in wax, of 
which a plaster cast is taken, and from this 
cast 
an 
electrotype 
Is 
taken, upon 
which careful revision is made 
with 
the graver. 
This electrotype, like the 
model and cast which preceded it, is three 
or lour times larger than the impression 
which appears on the dollar. The design 
is transferred to a steel die using Hill’s re­ 
ducing machine, constructed on the princi­ 
ple or the pantograph. One arm ot this 
instrument, with a blunt point, follows the 
lines on the electrotype, while the other 
arm, to which is attacned a strong and rap 
idly revolving drill, reproduces the same 
lines on a smaller scale upon a steel block. 
By means of a press this impression is trans­ 
ferred to another block rn intaglio, and 
thence upon another block, which is the 
parent die. After each transfer the lines 
are carefully improved with a graver. 
Hteel of the same quality as that of which 
the parent die Is made is used for the com­ 
ing dies. They are annealed aud trued on 
both ends. Two or three blows in the 
screw-pres8, which 19 worked with a large 
wheel,secures a perfect impassion, .and 
both the obverse aud reverse of a coin are 
struck at once. Machinery places the plan­ 
chets between the dyes, and atterward 
drops the completed coin in a box. 
Two 
or three pieces of each coinage are reserved 
for the annual Government assay. 
The processes of melting, refining, and 
assaying gold and silver are carried on in 
the Assay Office, in this city, on quite as 
large a scale as at the Philadelphia Mint. 
Not only Government work is done here, 
hat large deposits are made daily of gold 


and silver bullion by private Individuals. 
Gold la always found alloyed with silver, 
and it is never found, with any other alloy. 
To separate the silver from the gold, the 
bullion is boiled in sulphuric acid, which 
removes the alloy; the gold is then reboiled 
and reduced to a coarse powder resembling 
clay. Its parity then is 998 or 999. 
The 
silver, mixed with copper, is run into vats 
on a lower floor, and is purified and gr&nu* 
lated, when it resembles pipe-clay. 
The 
granulated gold and silyer are prosed into 
large cheeses in a hydaulic-press. A cheese 
of gold, twelve inches in diameter and three 
inches thick, is worth $20,000; a silver 
cheese of the same size Is worth $900. The 
sulphuric acid, alter it is used, produces a 
sediment of blue vitro], which is much 
prettier than either the gold or the silver 
seen in the Assay Office. 
The vitro! and 
the weak acid are both sold for as much 
money as the original acid costs. The sub­ 
stitution of sulphuric acid for nitric has 
caused a saying to the New York Assay 
Office alone of $100,000 a year. Depositors 
receive their gold and silver separately at 
standard purity, 900. Pure metal is also 
sent to the Assay Office from the various 
refineries to be alloyed. From the United 
States refineries silver Is generally sent in 
large bars or cakes; and a small amount of 
Mexican metal is received la thin, irregu­ 
larly shaped pieces called disks.

SUPERSTITION IN SOLDIERS.

Two weeks ago I cat from a local paper 
bere this paragraph: “Skobeleff is a la- 
taiist, and what brilliant soldiers are sot ? 
He rides gray horses rn battles and baa had 
aa many as fear killed nuder him in one 
day. He does not like gray horses, how­ 
ever, and woald not ride them at all if he 
Mad not begun the campaign on a gray 
bone. lf he were to exchange now, he 
myi, be could never be the same man to 
bia soldiers, because his soldiers believe 
that the Turks have had especial orders to 
bill, if they can, every mao upon a gray 
bone. He is a fatalist however, to the ex­ 
tent of believing that he can never be 
killed while riding a gray horse in battle, 
but be does not like them because they get 
so many ot his brother officers killed.” 
Thu paragraph at once brought to my 
Bund a similar superstition on the part of 
General Jo. Shelby, of Missouri, under 
Whom I served throughout the entire war. 
His color was sorrel. He firmly believed, 
and 
used 
often 
to 
say, that he 
would never be killed in a fight while he 
cede a sorrel hone. And the fact seemed 
to bear him out in this. He wcs wounded 
three times during the war, but never once 
While riding a sorrel horse. He had twen­ 
ty-four bones killed under him to the va­ 
rious engagements where he was not hit, 
and in every single instance where the 
bone wss bit and the rider escaped the 
bone wet a sorrel. Once, at Springfield, 
a ball struck Shelby fair in the middle of 
the torehead. It knccki J him cleaa from 
bls stirrups—something difficult to do, for 
be was a splendid rider—and back over b s 
horse and heavily upon the ground 
The 3c 
about bim thought him killed, but he wes 
on his feet in a second and on his horse in 
another, saying, in the ecol tonc3 of an or­ 
dinary conversation: “I cannot be killed 
to-day, for I am riding a sorrel horse.” 
Bora enough, the brim ot his large felt hat 
bad caught the bali and broke its force. 
it knocked him from his caddle and drew 
blood, but beyond this no other herm was 
done. Indeed, I have wafcntd SkobclefTs 
career closely during the Rursia-Tuikish 
war, and, according to my idea of ‘hinge, 
there is much 
common between this 
dashing eoldier and General Shelby. Bo lh 
bad the same power over men. Both were 
supremely indifferent in battle. Both were 
superstitious. Both loved hard fighting, 
desperate charges and enterprises that 
were considered imj o'slble. Both were 
military dandies—that is to cay, both were 
fond of gold lace, showy uniforms, silver 
spurs, floating plumes, splendid saddle 
trappings aud tboroughbrc d horses. Both 
always said to their men, “Come on !” 
Both were idolized by their soldiers, and 
both had the same fatalistic ideas cd the 
kind of color their bore os had to be to 
make the riders ssfe.

AN ACT to provide for the election of two asto 
elate Justices of the suprem e court of the State 
of Wisconsin. 
Wit KUKA* The legislature of this State, at the an 
nual session for the year lS'.O, pro loosed and 
adopted, by a vote of a m ajority ol tho members 
elected to each of the two houses, an amend 
m eat to th e constitution of this Stale, in the 
fellowing language: 
"Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly concurr 
ing: T nat section 4 of article N il of the con 
siltation be amended so as to lead: Section 4 
The suprem e court shall consist of one chief 
ju stice and lour associate justices, to be elect 
ed by the qualified electors ol the state. -The 
legislature shall, at its first session after the 
adoption of this am endm ent, provide by law for 
the election of two associate justices of said 
court, to hold their office;* respectively for term s 
ending two and tour ye am respectively, aller m e 
end of the term of the justices ol the said court 
then last lo expire.

In the latter case he comes 
clothed in fine raiment, with his tongue 
loaded with deprecatory phrases; lo fact, 
ready prepared to pour forth a torrent of 
all the honeyed and sympathy exciting 
words that can be lonnd in Webster's ana- 
bridged dictionary. He puts on a dual 
character, combining the plausibility of a 
Pecksniff with the cunning of the coarser 
knave, and prepared, when the necessity 
of the esse demands it, to shed copious 
floods of tears in order to move the hearts 
of his creditors and effect a compromise. 
He has failed in business, and magnani- J 
mously pieces himself in the hands o! those 
to whom he is Indebted. He cares noth­ 
ing tor birne-*lf. Ile is a blighted rose; life 
bes no charms tor him; and he throws up 
his hands in humble despair, saying,44Here 
I am, gentlemen, do with me as you will, 
but let pity plead for me and don't trample 
on such an unfortunate wretsh at I.'' lie 
fails because he cannot help it. The times 
are hard, collections slow, sales small, aod 
finding it impossible to meet all of his ob­ 
ligations, he collapse*. To be sure he 
might hare gone on tor a while longer, but 
some hard-hearted individual threatens to 
sue him, and with the noble resolve that 
no one man shall benefit at the cost of oth­ 
ers, and to protect the interest of all his 
creditors, he bes called a meeting of them 
to decide what is to be done. He owes 
$100,000,and his assets amount to $125,000; 
that is, the nominal, while the real assets 
are set down at $15,000, ol which $300 is in 
cash on band, and the balance is in book 
accounts aud dilapidated stock. The cred­ 
itors are asked to act nobly, and take five 
or ten percent, payable in fitly years or 
never, and sign off. At the same time, 
when the Dodger makes this generous of­ 
fer, be says that his wife and motber-ln- 
law, as well as several others of im family, 
are among his principal creditors, and he 
hopes they will have a lair show with the 
res*. Of course the creditors are gulls 
enough to listen to the artless tales of woe 
as told by the insolvent, and, in the most 
chivalrous manner, gobble at the little bait 
offered them, and swallow tho family con­ 
nection at the same time. A slight inquiry 
into tbc state of affairs shows that, In addi­ 
tion to the indebtedness to his lamlly, Le 
bas managed to pay over to them at 
various dates previous to his failure—aud 
al just a tuflicient length of time to place 
the transactions outside the accusation of 
fraud—quite considerable sums for other 
advances made by them to him, the Lord 
only knows when. However, these old 
transactions appear on the books, and are 
quite square aud honorable, in tact a cred­ 
it to the bean of the orakrupt. Such self 
sacrifice is appreciated by his creditors, 
and they sign off, crowding each other in 
their eagerness to do so. The insolvent is 
overcome by bls feelings, aud sheds more 
tears, in fact weeps a barrel full of such to­ 
kens of gratitude to thoee who stand so 
gallantly by him m the hour of adversity 
(by which he clears ninety per cent) His 
heart expands as he gazes upon the asinine 
generosity displayed by those whose pock­ 
ets he has made such a drain upon, and he 
resolves to indulge their taste In such 
things once more, as soon as he eau in de­ 
cency do so. 
This is about the true history of some of 
the failures which have occurred of late. 
We don't mean lo include all under this 
bead, tor every bankrupt is not an Artlul 
Dodger ; but when one does show himself, 
you can always distinguish him from the 
honest Insolvent by the number of bis rel­ 
atives aud connections who figure among 
his creditors. His kinsfolk generally arc 
legion, and their claims crop out in every 
part of the list; if, however, they are few 
in number, be makes it .up by nominally 
owing them large amount* either for trun 
or borrowed money. 
The Dcdger grows rich and waxes fat on 
failures. His family (ride in carriages, and 
go drees ?d in “silk attire,’’ while his cred­ 
itor’s wife and daughters take the street 
care, or foot it through the mud, and wear 
old clothes. 
For all this, bls victims still hurrah for 
him, and are willing and eager to suffer in 
aiding his nefarious schemes. Verily this 
Is a strange world, and the Artf ul Dodgers 
are Its rulers.

The city was tingling with excitement 
Saturday night, and all sorts of rumors 
were being scattered broadcast by the busy 
tongues of those who delight in playing 
upon the nerves cf their fellows. These 
rumors were chiefly to the effect that a 
large body of tramps duly organized, were 
marching to the city, bound to conquer 
or to die, 
and 
were 
committing all 
sorts of diabolical crimes. There was a sort 
of foundation for the rumors, but most of 
the reports were greatly exaggerated. The 
facts are that a body of about twenty 
tramps, as vile, as ragged, as penniless and 
as desperate, as ant* that were ever spewed 
out of the mouth of Chicago, started north 
from that city, about a week ago. 
Last 
Tnureday they were at Beloit, and keeping 
outside the line, sent some of their num­ 
bers into the city to plunder and beg. 
Marshal North, with some assistants went 
out after them and were greeted with a 
volley of stones, lie fired rn return several 
times, but only succeeded in frighting 
them a little. At night about a dozen of 
them applied for lodging at the watch- 
house, aud w cie accommodated, but were 
turned loose in the morning. This way of 
letting tramps feed on community, and 
get support at the expense of tax-payers 
needs no comment. The tramps thus let 
loose, reorganized with “Shorty' Ryan as 
their captain, a desperate looking kind 
of 
a 
fellow, 
and 
they 
started 
toward Clinton arriving 
there Friday 
night. There were so many of them, and 
they were so cLeeky rn their demands tor 
charity, that no one interfered with them, 
and many donated food and nickles. The 
food they ate and wasted, and the nickles 
they sp *nt for gin. They slept in the de­ 
pot, in spite of the protestations of the rail­ 
road officials, and before light Saturday 
morning bearded the northern 
bound 
freight train run by S. Crowley. They oc­ 
cupied a box car and refuged to pay fare 
or to be bounced. < *n arriving at the wood 
yard of the railroad company, they jump­ 
ed off the tram, and wandering .along to 
ao old house formerly used by the railroad 
for a pumping engine to fill the tank, pro­ 
ceeded to occupy it. They sent forth 
Squads of two and three, to beg and to 
pick up anything biose that might be lying 
about. Several women 
were insulted, 
Children frightened, and a great consterna­ 
tion soon resulted. At some of the houses 
they secured food, and in most instances 
threw it away after leaving. Fortunately 
they failed to procure much money. The 
chief beggar, was a professional, giving his 
name aa Jo Ward, a one-legged fellow with 
a crutch and cane, who claimed to be an 
old 
veteran, 
and 
wanted 
to 
get 
money 
to 
buy 
a 
new leg. As soon as complaints begun to 
come in concerning their deviltries, offi­ 
cers Marsh. Prat;, Drake and Osgood 
started for them. 
The tramps greeted 
Marsh and Pratt with a volley of stones, 
and the missiles coming too thickly for the 
safety of the life and limb cl Marsh, he 
drew his revolver and fired several shots, 
more to frighten the fellows than anything 
else. One of the gang however received 
a we nod in the arm, the bullet passing 
through the fleshy part, but not causing a 
very

followers 
however, were 
obliged 
to

him off the scene of action, and hastily de­ 
camped, scattering into the woods. Three 
of the party ioduding the cripple. Jo 
Ward, were driven up town, where they 
were greeted by Marshal Keating. As 
Keating with the assistance of a citizen was 
trying to arrest them, the cripple quickly 
raised his heavy Cine and struck Keating 
a fearful blow over tho head, whicn caused 
hftn to bleed profusely, though an examin­ 
ation of the wound showed it to be only a

His Honor said he would see 
about It, and calling about him several (nee 
and true ones, authorized them to assist the 
officers. The squad started out lully arm - 
ed, aa it bacilli,? noise! about tint every 
one of the tramps had a revolver aud 
razor. Tho Squid went down to Monterey 
ani after skirmishing about caught a num 
ber more of the tramps and locked them 
up. Yesterday “Shorty 1 Ryan and five of 
his men got starved out and concluded to 
surrender also, and are now locked up, 
making about twenty tramps now safely in 
limbo. 
Their ages vary from 19 to 29 years of 
age. Among them are representatives of 
the English, German and Irish people, 
though no Americans. The fellow whom 
the tramps say was woandeJ, is still 
R large, but bu followers say be has not 
left the city. 
The tramps got in a quar­ 
rel between theiuH-’v'cs 
Saturday night' 
and one is said to have received a bad gash 
withe knife, on the cheek, and be is said to 
he with the fellow with the wounded arm. 
They will probably move on to some other 
city. 
Janesville is a bad place for tramps to 
strike, and they will doubtless find it still 
worse 
in 
the 
future. 
While there 
is 
much 
sympathy 
here 
for 
any 
worthy 
man 
who 
is out 
of 
work, and while they deem poverty no 
crime, yet when a gang of vagabonds reg­ 
ularly organized for plunder, and ready to 
commit any act of violence, icomes to 
Janesville, they may rest assured that 
they will be handled t^vcrely, without 
spilling blood if possible, but with war to 
tho 
knife 
if 
necessary.

who thus live upon the community with­ 
out a drop of honest labor’s sweat upon 
their brow, and who stadia reidfi to burglar­ 
ize or to even murder, if templed by gain.

St. Patrick’s day always awakens enthu- 
nos rn in the heart ol every true son of 
Erin. Yesterday was no exception, ani 
due honor was paid in all the Catholic 
churches to the memory of the patron 
saint of the Emerald Isle. 
The usual ser­ 
vices were held in the churches of this 
city, including mass and sermons appro­ 
priate for the occasion, bul the chief inter­ 
est centered in the celebration at White­ 
water. 
A special 
train 
under the 
charge of conductor P. F. Rock, was sent 
out from Janesville in the morning, freight­ 
ed with over 200 passengers, consisting 
chiefly of members of the Total Abstinence 
and Benevolent Society and their families 
and friends. The members wore their re­ 
galia and tho society band, of court**, 
accompanied them. 
Wtu. Lopper, John 
Hogan, and P. T. Joyce acted as Marshals, 
anJ Thomas Scanlan und Johu M. Conelly 
as train conductors. The committee of ar- 
arrangements 
consisted 
of 
Richard 
Brown and Adam Sinner, 
to whose 
diligence and efficiency much of the en­ 
joyment ol the occasion was due. Un ar­ 
riving at Whitewater the Janesville society 
was greeted by the Whitewater Total Ab­ 
stinence Society, with their band,and with 
John McBride as Marshal, assisted by John 
Knight, Jr. An efficient Committee of 
Arrangements, consisting ot James Ca** 
serly, Joseph Tnnlin and Johu Cooper, 
had provided everything needed tor the oc­ 
casion. The procession was formed uud 
marched to St. Patrick's church, where 
high mass was said, and an able sermon 
preached by Father Fairbanks. 
He preceded the discourse by a few re­ 
marks, reminding them that the eyes of all 
were 
upon the 
Irishmen, aud 
they 
should therefore, on such a day, when 
their enthusiasm was so great, watch care­ 
fully their walk and conversation. Ile also 
extended a hearty welcome to the Janes­ 
ville friends, and thanked them for their 
presence. He then passed to the consider­ 
ation of the day itself. There was, he said, 
hardly a place in the whole world where 
an Irish Catholic could not be fouu J, and 
wherever there was even one true sou ot 
Erin there the day would be celebrated. 
A sprig of some kind of green would be 
plucked and worn, the hat would be tossed 
up in joy, the scenes of childhood and of 
the native land would be recalled, and hope 
for the future would ba cherished. 
Amid mauy varying scenes the day wa9 
truly celebrated. Even in Hong Kong a 
congregation composed mostly ol Irish­ 
men were offering fresh tributes to St. Pat­ 
rick's memory 
Tin scenes were strange, 
but yet there was the same mingling of en­ 
thusiasm and fervid piety. 
The speaker then drew a comparison be­ 
tween England and Ireland. England, with 
Its cultivated fields, wealthy manufactories, 
the sails of us commerce whitening every 
sea, and then its sister island, the gem of the 
ocean, with its rich soil, picturesque scen­ 
ery, lofty mountains and wild coast, and 
yet deserted by half its population, its fields 
crowded with flocks filtering for the Eng­ 
lish market, its sons scattered all over the 
world, and yet uniting In offering a worthy 
tribute of honor to their patron saint and 
worship to the true God. These churches 
With their spires reaching up into heaven 
bearing the cross ot Christ aloft, glittering 
in God’s sunlight—these represented Irish 
love of country and Irish love of liberty and 
truth. England's flag represented power 
and prosperity, and was the em bit rn of 
mammoniftn. 
Which should be chosen? 
The cross of Christ and what It represents, 
or the flag of England and what it repre­ 
sents ? The Irish people had chosen the 
better part, and taken God instead of Mam­ 
mon. The flag oi green represented not 
only the undimmed glory which once was 
Ireland’s, but also the undying hope for 
Ireland’s future. It was borne side by side 
with the emblem of their adopted country, 
and seme time m the future the flag of 
green would also represent the liberty of 
their native land and the return of Its past 
glory. 
The speaker then hastily reviewed some 
of the points in the life and character of 
Bt. Patrick. He had often heard it said 
that Bt. Patrick converted Ireland without 
one drop of blood being shed or one martyr 
dying. It was not so. St. Patrick’s carcer 
WU not wholly an easy, and triumphant 
march of a conqueror, without a battle. 
Plots were laid and schemes devised to 
persecute and kill him. 
Oderin, his char­ 
ioteer, learned that Bt. Patrick was to be 
stabbed by an assassin. He put himself In 
the place ot the Saint and received the 
total dagger himse f, ani d cd a martyr. It 
w u nothing against the Irish people, 
but rather an event of glory, for if an 
Irish hand w u found to deal the fatal 
blow there w u also found an Irish heart 
true enough, brare enough, self-sacriflcing 
enough to receive It, 
After reading some historical extracts 
concerning the result of Bt. Patrick’s work, 
Who speaker.took up a further point, ani 
urged his bearers to uofte piety with patrf. 
ut ism. He glowingly narrated the death 
of Brian Born, ai a model of this union of 


the Danes from off Irish soil, engaged in 
battle with them. He w u forewarn­ 
ed 
that 
he 
woald 
lose 
his 
own 
life 
before 
the 
victory 
could be gained. He remained In his 
tent praying u the army went forth. He 
said fifty psalms, fifty colleen and fifty pa- 
ter-nostera. A messenger then told him 
the battle w u going poorly. Again he 
repeated the fifty psalms, and other pray­ 
ers, and still bad news came. Again, he 
repeated the same prayers, and still worse 
news—“the standard had fallen.” Again on 
his knees, while the troops were rallying 
and driving back the enemy, an assassin 
entered the tent and took his life. Victory 
w u won, but Ireland’s King was dead. It 
w u a noble instance of the union of taith 
and patriotism. 
At the close of the services, the proces­ 
sion formed and after marching through 
the principal streets, broke up, and par­ 
took of a bounteous 
reput provided 
for the visitors by their Whitewater breth­ 
ren. 
In the afternoon a meeting w u held in 
Brower's nail, which w u attended by a 
very large audience, many being unable to 
procure seats. The exercises were strictly 
informal. The Janesville and Whitewater 
society 
bands 
joined 
in 
tarnishing 
some 
stirring 
masic, and 
Father 
Fairbanks opened the speech-making by a 
few remarks. He w u rejoiced at Beclog 
the Janesville and Whitewater societies 
jomlng;in a brotherly observance of the 
day. His first priestly position W U in Bt. 
Patrick’s church in Janesville, where he 
w u Father Doyle’s assistant, and where he 
worked for some months. This w u about 
ten years ago. 
Ile had a gold watch, a 
chalice, and other tokens still with bim to 
remember 
the 
kindness 
of Janesville 
friends, and as the Whitewater church w u 
his first pastorate, he felt greatly rejoiced 
to see these two societies observing the 
day so brotherly, so piously, so temperate­ 
ly- 
Hon. T. D. Weeks, of Whitewater, also 
spoke. 
He had read Irish history with 
much interest and was always in sympathy 
with their cause. 
He hoped for good and 
perm meat success for them in the future 
restoration ol the liberties of their native 
land. 
Mr. F. Quinn, of Janesville, the Secre­ 
tary of the State Catholic Temperance Un­ 
ion, made a brief address. At the lu t 
convention of the State Union there was 
reported an increase during the year of 600 
members, and a still greater increase w u 
expected this year. He w u glad that men 
o u ld show that they were not obliged to 
wait until the law compelled them to stop 
drinking, but that they could let it alone in 
obedience to God’s law, which w u higher 
than that of man’s. 
Mr. A. O. Wilson, of Janesville, also 
spoke. He was not a Catholic and yet he 
w u glad to be there and join in the cele­ 
bration. He thought a good Catholic w u 
a gocd Christian, and w u glad they had 
chcsen so becoming a manner to celebrate 
the occasion. He expressed his best wishes 
for the success of the Societies, and for th 
future prosperity of Ireland. 
Mr. James Fox, of Waukesha, son of 
Mr. Thomu Fox, of this city, closed the 
speech-making by a very forcible and in­ 
teresting address, after »which the proces­ 
sion reformed, marched to the depot, and 
returned to their homes. 
The occasion w u throughout very cred­ 
itable to all who took part, and the day 
passed without the leut thing to mar the 
quiet and ordiliness which the public had 
the right to expect from church folks and 
abstinence men.

Six prisoners were put at work on th* 
street to-Jay under the custodianship of 
Ald. Church. After shoveling for a little 
while, one of the prisoners, who had bog­ 
ged a dime of some passer-by, got excused 
tor a few minutes to attend to some want 
of nature, and hastened to invest the dime 
in a big drink of whisky. Another follow­ 
ed his example, and in less than an hour 
three of the six were so drank as to be 
unable to attend properly to their con­ 
tracts with the city. The whole crowd 
then retused to work, and struck. Ald. 
Church found he was unable to do any­ 
thing with them and sent for the Sheriff. 
A number of threats were made by the 
prisoners, 
who 
refused 
to 
bo 
lockod 
up, 
and 
there 
were for a while lively Indications of a 
general row, but order was finally restored 
aud the six culprits were marched to jail 
and locked ap, without any blood being 
spilled. Tho working of the prisoners on the 
street ha9 been sadly interfered with lately 
by outsiders, who through mistaken kind­ 
ness or else through maliciousness have 
smuggled tobacco, whisky, and money into 
tho 
gang. 
It 
is 
also 
claimed 
that while the prisoners are on the street 
they work quite lively, but when they are 
are in the gravel pit out of sight of tax-* 
payers, they are allowed to Indulge in a 
good deal of sitting around. The scenes of 
Saturday night have rather aroused Ute au­ 
thorities on the tramp question. A private 
consultation was had this afternoon be­ 
tween the Mayor, the Marshal and Jus4 
tice 
Patten, as to 
the advisability 
of putting tramps at work in the quarry 
pounding stone, for the streets, and to 
put an overseer in charge, who Will see 
that business is promptly .attended to. It is 
quite probable that such a measure will be 
put in force. It is evident that some se­ 
vere and prompt measures should be tak~ 
en to prevent the city from being overran 
like the cities south of here, from which 
Hie tramps are gradually coming north.
